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TEXT OF DRAFT OF JOINT STATEMENT 

AT THE INVITATION OF THE MINISTER OF HEALTH OF 
THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS, BORIS V. 
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PETROVSKY, THE SECRETARY OF HEALTH, EDUCATION, AND 
WELFARE OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, CASPAR W. 

WEINBERGER, VISITED THE SOVIET UNION FROM AUGUST 30 - 
SEPTEMBER 7. SECRETARY WEINBERGER WAS ACCOMPANIED BY 
CHARLES C. EDWARDS, ASSISTANT SECRETARY FOR HEALTH; 

ROGER O. EGEBERG, SPCIAL ASSISTANT FOR HEALTH POLICY 
AND SEVERAL MEMBERS OF HIS STAFF. 

DURING THEIR EXTENSIVE CONVERSATIONS, MINISTER PETROVSKY 
AND SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND THEIR STAFFS CAREFULLY 
REVIEWED PROGRESS TO DATE UNDER THE AGREEMENT ON COOPERATION 
IN THE FIELD OF MEDICAL SCIENCE AND PUBLIC HEALTH REACHED 
IN WASHINGTON IN FEBRUARY 1972 AND AT THE SUMMIT IN 
MAY 1972 AND DEFINED FUTURE PLANS FOR U.S. -SOVIET HEALTH 
COOPERATION. 

IT WAS AGREED THAT EXCELLENT PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE 
IN THE THREE MAIN COOPERATIVE AREAS OF HEART DISEASE, 

CANCER, AND ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SINCE THE SIGNING OF 
THE HEALTH AGREEMENT IN MAY 1972. FIFTEEN SPECIFIC 
WORK AREAS HAVE BEEN DEFINED WITHIN THESE MAIN CATE- 
GORIES AND DETAILED WORK PLANS HAVE BEEN JOINTLY 
DEVELOPED BY SOVIET AND AMERICAN SCIENTISTS. IMPLEMEN- 
TATION OF THESE WORK PLANS IS PROCEEDING SATISFACTORILY. 

SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND MINISTER PETROVSKY NOTED 
THAT ACTIVITIES TO DATE UNDER THE HEALTH AGREEMENT HAVE 
ESTABLISHED A SOUND METHODOLOGIC BASIS FOR U.S.-SOVIET 
HEALTH COOPERATION. THIS BASIS WILL FORM THE PATTERN 
ON WHICH A LONG-RANGE COLLABORATIVE PROGRAM WILL BE 
BUILT. WHILE CONCENTRATING ON THE THREE PRINCIPAL 
AREAS, BOTH SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND MINISTER PETROVSKY 
AGREED THAT SCIENTISTS FROM BOTH COUNTRIES SHOULD BE 
AWARE OF THE POTENTIAL FOR ENTERING OTHER FIELDS WHEN 
MUTUAL PRIORITIES AND INTEREST ARE IDENTIFIED. 

AS EXPERIENCE IS GAINED IN THE METHODOLOGY NECESSARY 
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TO MAKE COLLABORATIVE ACTIVITIES PROFITABLE TO BOTH 
COUNTRIES. AND AS EVALUATION OF THE RESULTS OBTAINED 
IS MADE AVAILABLE, IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT OTHER AREAS 
FOR COOPERATION WILL BE DESIGNATED. 

BOTH SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND MINISTER PETROVSKY 
EXPRESSED GREAT PLEASURE AT THE EXCELLENT EXCHANGE 
PROGRAM FOR INDIVIDUAL SCIENTISTS. APPROXIMATELY ONE 
HUNDRED U.S. AND SOVIET SCIENTISTS HAVE HAD THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY AND LEARN NEW TECHNIQUES AND IDEAS 
IN EACH OTHER'S COUNTRIES DURING THE FIRST YEAR OF THE 
AGREEMENT. THIS EXCHANGE OF INDIVIDUAL SCIENTISTS NOT 
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ONLY CONTRIBUTES TO A SHARING OF TECHNICAL EXPERTISE, 

BUT PERMITS THE DEVELOPMENT OF SCIENTIST-TO-SCIENTIST 
CONTACTS THAT IS OF LASTING VALUE. 

IT WAS AGREED THAT, AS THE COOPERATIVE PROGRAM HAD 
GROWN SUBSTANTIALLY SINCE ITS INCEPTION, THERE WAS A 
NEED FOR IMPROVED COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN 
PERSONNEL IN BOTH COUNTRIES INVOLVED IN THE PROGRAM. 
CONSEQUENTLY, IT WAS AGREED BY SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND 
MINISTER PETROVSKY THAT A DIRECT WASHINGTON-MOSCOW 
TELEX LINK WOULD BE INSTALLED AS SOON AS FEASIBLE. 

THIS SYSTEM WOULD NOT ONLY IMPROVE ROUTINE COMMUNICATIONS 
TO ASSURE GREATER PROGRAM EFFICIENCY, BUT WOULD FACILITIATE 
SCIENTISTS' EXCHANGE OF CRITICAL DATA ON PATIENTS' 

REACTIONS TO NEW AND EXPERIMENTAL DRUGS THAT ARE CURRENTLY 
BEING EXCHANGED FOR THE TREATMENT OF CANCER. 

THE U.S.-USSR JOINT COMMITTEE FOR HEALTH COOPEATION- 
UNDER THE CO-CHAIRMANSHIP OF DR. ROGER O. EGEBERG AND 
DR. DMITRI VENEDIKTOV, WILL CONTINUE TO FUNCTION AS THE 
POLICY SETTING AND DECISION MAKING BODY FOR THE PROGRAM. 

IT WAS AGREED THAT THE THIRD MEETING OF THIS COMMITTEE 
WOULD BE IN MOSCOW IN JUNE, 1974, THE SECOND MEETING HAVING 
BEEN HELD IN WASHINGTON IN MARCH. 1973. 

BOTH SECRETARY WEINBERGER AND MINISTER PETROVSKY AGREED 
THAT THE U.S.-USSR COOPERATIVE ACTIVITIES WOULD CONTINUE 
TO RECEIVE HIGH PRIORITY WITHIN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
DEPARTMENTS. WHILE IN MOSCOW, SECRETARY WEINBERGER ALSO

DURING HIS VISIT TO THE SOVIET UNION, SECRETARY

SECRETARY WEINBERGER EXPRESSED HIS GFEAT SATISFACTION
